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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 6-1 1 and 14-27 are allowed. 

2. With respect to reasons for allowance of claims 17 and 21-26 see items 17-20 of 
the previous office action, incorporated herein. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. With respect to claims 6-1 0 and 1 8-20, none of the prior art of record is 
considered to teach, suggest or render obvious the invention of claim 6. In 
particular of the shape of the magnetron with the outer pole having two straight 
portions connected by curved portions, for example, the racetrack of Fig. 4 and 
the triangles of Figs. 9 and 10. This arrangement is neither disclosed nor 
suggested by JP '262. 

b. With respect to claims 1 1 and 14-16 the Examiner has reconsidered 
Applicant's arguments regarding the limitation wherein no annealing step is 
applied and concurs with Applicant's arguments regarding the novelty of this 
feature in the context of the invention of claim 1 1 (see pages 7-8 of Applicant's 
response, incorporated herein).
